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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 4/28/2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein for the non-patent literature has 
not been considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a flange that is positioned between the regulator and 
the pressure vessel and further supports the protective structure. 

"flange washer having a gas aperture therethrough and wherein said flange 
washer is situated over said threaded aperture of said sealed pressure vessel so that 
said aperture of said flange washer is aligned with said threaded aperture, said flange 
washer further including a flange protrusion extending outward from said flange washer" 
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along with "a handle attached to said flange washer, said handle including a u-shaped 
portion attached to said flange washer at the free ends of said u-shaped portion, said u- 
shaped portion extending away from said pressure vessel and substantially surrounding 
said gas regulator, said handle including a second rod portion attached to said u- 
shaped rod portion and situated substantially transverse to said first portion, said 
second portion substantially surrounding said gas regulator."

(4,521,676), Salvucci, Sr. (5,261,559), Arzenton et al. (5,975,121), and Gounotet al. 
(6,31 1,722). Zheng et al. (6,314,986) disclose a gas regulator protective device that 
attaches in the same area as the threads on a cylinder. The following patents describe 
various bar like structures that protect the regulator area of the cylinder: Mayor (Des. 
273,510), Miller (3,964,508), Bolick et al. (4,389,890), DiBlasio (4,420,013), Carlo et al. 
(6,415,946), Joachimsthaler et al. (2004/0107966), and Field et al. (2004/0108429).
